Gallery were again returned into his 
Hall; and then we alfo with choice 
Mufick, Pomp, State and plealant dif- 
courfe were conducted into our former 
lodging: And this was done about four 
intheafternoon. But that in the mean- 
whilethetime might not feem too long 
tous,’ the Virgin beftowed on each of 
usanoble Page, who were not only 
tichly. habited ,' but alfo exceeding 
leatned, fo that they could fo aptly 
difcourfe upon all fubjects, that we had 
good reafon to be ahamed of our fclves.

came, or whether they dwelt inthe 
Caftle, or whether they were brought 
in. by night, I know not, for all their 
Faces were covered with delicate white | 
Linnen, fo that! could not know any virgines ^5 
. of them.  Hereupon the Virgin open- "** 

ed the Casket, in’ which there ‘was a guisinar, 

round thing wrapped up in a piece. of ci, 
green double Taffata. This the laid in 
the uppermoft Kettle, and then cover- 
edit with the lid, which wasfull of 
holes, and had befidesa Rim, on which 
fhe poured in fome of the Water 
which we had the day before prepared, 

whence the Fountain began immediate- 

ly torun, and through four {mall Pipes 
' to driveinto the little Kettle; beneath 
the undermoft Kettle there were many 
fharp points,on which the Virgins ftuck ` 
their Lamps, that fo the heat might 
come to the Kettle, and make the Wa- 
ter Seeth. Now the Water beginning 
to Simper, by many little holes at 4, it 
fell in upon the Bodies, and was fo hot, 
that it diffolved them all,and turned them 
into Liquor. But what the abovefaid 
round wrapt up thing was, my Com- 
panions knew not, but I underítood 
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that it was theMoor's Head,from which 
the Water conceived fo great heat. 
At b round about the great Kettle, 
there were again many holes, in which 
thev ftuck their Branches; now whe- 
ther this was dene of neceífity, or only 
for Ceremony, I know not ; However 
thefe Branches were continually be- 
fprinkled by the Fountain, whence it 
afterwards dropt foniewhat ofa deeper 
Yellow into the Kettle. This lafted for 
near two Hours, that the Fountain ftill 
conítantly ran of it felf; but yet the 
longer, the fainter it was. Mean time 
the Mufitians went their vvay, and vve 
walked up and downin the Room ; and

be brought. But at the bottom of the 
Fountain there was a Tap, by which 
fte let outallthe matter that was dif- 
fovled by thofe hot | Drops (whereof cer- 
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fain quarts were then very Red) into 
the Globe. The reft of the Water 
which redidined above in the Kettle, 
was pouredout. And fothis Fountain 
| (which was now become much lighter) 
was again carried forth. Now whe- 
ther it was opened abroad; or whether 
any thing of the Bodies that was fur- 
ther ufeful, yet remained; I dáre not 
certainly fay: But this l kriow, that 
the Water that was emptied into thé 
Globe was much heavier then fix, or yet Grivitei 
rhore of us were well able to bear, al- aque. 
beit for its bulk it fhould have feemed . 
not too heavy for one man. Nowthis 
Globe being with much ado gotten out 
. Of Doors, we again fate alone. But 
Iperceiving a trampling over head; 
had an Eye to my Ladder. Hear one 
might take noticeof the {trange opini- 
ons myCompanions had cencerning this 
Fountain : For they not imagiming but ,.... Colts 
that the Bodies lay in the Garden of nois veré 
the Caftle, knew not what to make ofi sre 
this kiad of working, but I thanked 
God that I awaked in fo opportune a 
time, and faw that which helped me 
the better in all the Virgins bufinefs.

^ Room there vvas nothing but Sus, 
vvhich by artificial Refrattions beat upon 
| the vvhole golden Globe hanging in the 
inidít; and for as much as the fame 
| . (befides that brightnefs ) vvas polifhed; 
it gave fuch a Luftre, that noneof us 
: could open our Eyes, but vvere there- 
! fore forced to look out at Windowvs till 
the Globe vvas vvell heated, and 
brought to the defired effect. Here I 
may vvell avovv that in thefe Mirrours 
] have feen the moft vvonderful Specta- 
cle that ever Nature brought to light ; 
for there were Suns in all places,and the 
.. Globe inthe middle fhined yet brighter, 
fo that, but for one twinkling of an 
Eye, we could no more indure it than 
‘the Sun it felf. At length the Virgin 
commended to fhut up the Looking- 
Glaffes again, and to make faft the 
Windovvs, and fo let the Globe cook 
againahttle; and this vvas done about 
feven of the Clock. Wherefore vve 
thought good, fince vve might rovv 
have leifure alittle to refrefh our felVes 
vvith a Breakfaft: This Treatment 
again vvas right Philofophical, and vve,,, 
had no need to beaffraid of Intempe- philofoph- 
tance, yet vvehad no vvant. And the

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hope of the future joy (vvith vvhich 
the Virgin continually comforted us) 
made us fo jocond that vve regarded 
not any pains, or inconvenience. And 
this can truly fay too concerning my 
Companions of high quality, that their 
minds never ran after their Kitchin or 
Table, but their pleafure vvas only to 
attend upon this adventurous Phifick, 
and hence to contemplate the Creator’s

aaa tzken our Refection, we again fet- 
cled our felves to work, for the Globe 
was fufficiently cooled; which with 
coi) and labour we vvere to lift off the 
Chain and fet uponthe Floor. Now 
the difpute was how to get the Globe 
infunder, for we were commanded to 
divide the fame inthe midft. Thecon- 
clufion was thatafharp pointed Dia- 
mond would beft doit. Now when we 
had thus opened the Globe, there was 
nothing of reanefs more to be feen, but 
a"ovely great fnovv-vvhite Egg: It 
moft mightily rejoyced us, that this was 
fo vvell brought to pafs. For the Vir- 
gin vvas in perpetuall care, leaft the 
Shell might ftili be too tender. We 


_ food. round about this Egg as jocond E. 
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if vye our felves had laid it. But the 
Virgin made it prefently be carried oyum iri 
forth, and departed her {elf too from didum; 
us again, and (as all vvays) locked the 
Boor to. But vvhat fhe did abroad 
vvith the Egg, or vvhether it vvere 
{ome vvay privately handled, I knovv 
not, neither do I believe it. Yet vve 
vvere again to paufe together for one 
quartét of an hour, til the third hole 
vvere opened, and vve by means of our . 
inftruments vverecomeuponthefeutth ^ 
Stone or Floor. In this Room vve/ C" 
found a great Copper Kettle filled 
vvith yellow Sand, vvhich vvas vvarmed 
vvith a gentle Fire, aftervvards the 
Egg vvas raked up in it, that it might 
therein come to perfect maturity.

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Now whether theSand or Egg were 
hereby meant, [leave to the learned 
todifpute, yet dol my part, and omit 
bothing undeclared. Our Egg being 

NOVY, 
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“iow ready was taken out ; But it needs 

ed no cracking, for the Bird that was in 
it foon freed himfelf, and fhewed him- 

felf very jocond, yet he looked very 
Bloody and ünfhapen: We firft fet him polus im- 
upon. the warm Sand, fo the Virgin Pomis. 
commanded, that before we gave hint 
any thing to eat, we fhould be fure to 
make hini falt, otherwife he would give 
us all work enough. This beirig done 
too, food was brought him, which fure- 
ly was nothing elfe than the Blood of the pafitur. 
Beheaded, deluted again with prepared, Gogine. 
water, by which the Bird grew fo faft um. 
under our eyes, that we well faw why 
the Virgin gave us fuch warning of him. 
. Hebit and fcratcht fo devillifhly about 
him, that could he have had his will up- 
onany of us, he would foon have dif- 
patched him. Now he was wholly black, 
and wild, wherefore other meat was 
brought him, perhaps the blood of a- bris. 
nother of the Royal Perfens, whereupon alius Regis 
all his black Feathers moulted again, Pair 
and inftead of themthere grew out 
Snow-white-Feathers. He was fomewhat 

tamer too, and fuffered ‘himfelf tobe 

more tractable, neverthelefs we did 

Hot yet trüft him. At the third feed- 

ing, 
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ing his Feathers M to be fo curioufly 
coloured, that in all my Life I never faw 
the like ‘colours for Beauty. He was al. 
fo excecding tame, and behaved him- 
felf fo friendly with ds, that (the Vir- 
gin confenting) we releafed him from 
his Captivity. "Tis sowreafon (began 
our Virgin. ) fince by your diligence, and 
cur old man’s confent, the Bird has attained 
bors bis Life, and the higheft Perfection, 
that be be allo joyfully Confecrated by us. 

Hercwith fhe commanded to bring in 
Dinner, and that we fhould again re- 
frefh our fclves, fince the moft trouble-: 
forme part of our Work was now over, 
and it was fit we fhould begin to enjoy 
our pafled Labours. We began to make 
our felves merry together. Hovvbeit 
we had ítill. all our Mourning Cloaths 
on, which feemed fomewhat reproach- 
ful to our Mirth. Novy the Virgin 
was perpetually inquifitive, perhaps to 
find to which of us her future purpofe 
might prove ferviceable. But her dif- 
courfe was for the moft part about melt- 
ing, and it pleafed her well vvhen any 

one feemed expert in fuch compendious 

Manuals, as do peculiarly commend an 

Artift. This Dianer lafted nor abové 

three 
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three quarters of ; M bang which vve 
| yet forthe moft part fpent with our 

Bird, vvhom vve were fain conftantly 
to feed with his meat: But he ftill con- 
tinued much at the fame growth. Af- 
ter Dinner vvcvvere notlong füffered 
to digeft our Meat ; but after that the 
Virgin together with the. Bird was de- 
parted from us. The fifth Room was 5. c ‘lave. 
fet open to us, ‘whither we got too af- 
ter the former manner, and tendred our 
Service. Inthis Room a Bath was pre- ixis bi bal- 
pared for our Bird, which was fo co- ^ 
loured with a fine white Powder, that 
| ithad the appearance of meer Milk. 

Now it was at fir cool when the Bird 
` wasfetintoit: He was mighty well 
pleafed with it, drinking. of it, and 
leafantly porting in i it. But after it 
egantoheat by reafon of the Lamps. 
that were placed under i i, vve had e- 
nough to doto keep him in the Bath, 
vve therefore clapt a cover on the Ket- 
tle, and fuffered him to thruft his head 
outthrougha hole, till he had in this 
fort loft all his Feathers i in this Bath, 
and vvas as fmooth as a nevv;borm 
Child, yet the heat did him no further 
ham, at vvhich l much marvelled ; for 
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in this Bath the Feathers were quite con? 
fumed, and the Bath vvas thereby tin- 
ged into blew; at length vve gave the 
Birdair, vvho of himfelf fprung out 
of the Kettle, and was fo glitteringly 
fmooth, that it vvas a pleafure to bes 
hold it. But becaufe he vvas ftill fome- 
what wild, vve were fain to puta col- 
lar, with a Chain,about his Neck, and fo 
ted him up and down the Room. Mean 
time a rong Firevvas made under the 


-Kettle, andthe Bath fodden away till 


ita" .ame to a blew Stone, which vve 
took out, and having firft pounded it, 
vve vvere aicerwards fain to grind it 
ona Stone, and finally vvith this co- 
lour to paint the Bird’s whole Skin overs 
Nevv he Jookt much more ftrangely,for 
he vvas all blew, except the head, vvhich 
remained white. Herewith our work on, 
this Story too vvas performed; And we 
(after the Virgin with her blew Bird 
was departed fromus) were called up 
through the hole tothe fixth Story ; 
which vvas done too, there we wer 
mightily troubled, for in the midft 
little Altar, every way like that in th 
King’s Hall above defcribed,vvas placed 
Upon which ftood the fix fore- mention: 
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ed particulars,andhe him felf (the Bird) 
made the feverth. — Firft of all the little 
Fountain vvas fet before him, out of 
vvhich he drunka good draught, after- 
vvards he pecked upon the white Serpena 
until fhe bled mightily. This Blood 
vve vvere to receiveintóa Golden Cup, 
and pour it dovvn the Birds Throat, 
vvho vvas mighty averfe from. it, then 
vvediptthe Serpents: head in the Foun- 
tain, upon vvhich fhe again revived, and 
crept into her Déatbs-bead, fo that I avv 
her no more foralong timeafter. Mean 
time the Sphere turned conftantly on, 
until it madethe defired conjur&ion. 
Immediately the watch Struck one,upon 
which there was a going another conjun- 
élion. Then the Watch ftruck two. Fin- 
ally,whilft we were obferving the third 
conjunction, and the fame vvas indica- 
ted “by the Watch, the poor Bird of- 
himfelf fubmiffively laid dovvn his Neck 
upon the Book, and vvillingly fuffered 
his Head (by one of us thereto chofen 
by lot) tobe [mitten of. Hovvbeit he ta 
yielded not one drop of Bicod, till he 
vvas opened on the Breaft, and then the 
Blood fpun out fo frefh and clear asif it 
had been a Fountain of Rubies.

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Death vvent to the heart of us, and yet 
vve might vvell judge, that a naked Bird 
vvould ftand us in little ftead, So we 
let it reft, and removed the little Altar 
Av? embu- away and affifted the Virgin to burn the 
pitur. Body (together with the little "Tablet 
hanging by) to Afhes, with Fire kind- 
led atthe little Taper ; afterwards to 
cleanfe the fame feveral times, and to 
lay themin aBox of CyprefsWood.

! and three more wereferved ; After we 
had thus diligently taken up .the Afhes, 
The Virgin began to {peak thus. My 
ards, we are bere in the fixth Room, and 
have only one more before us, in which our 
tronble will be at an end, aad then we fhall 
return home again to our Caftle, to awaken 
our moft gratious Lords and Ladies. Now 
albeit I conld heartily wif, that allof yon, 
as you are here together, bad bel-aved ` your 
felves in fuch fort, that I might have given 
you Commendations to onr moft renowned 
King and Queen, and you have obtained a 
{uitable Reward, yet becanfe, contrary to 
my defire, Ihave found amougft you thefe 
four (herewith fhe pointed at me and 
three more) lazy and fluggifh Labourators, 
and yet according to my good-will to all and 
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every ent, am net willing to deliver them up 
to condign punifhment ; ; However, that fuch 
Negligence may not remain wholly xnpuisth- 
ed, I am purpofed thns concerning them, 
that they fhall only be excluded from the 
future feventh and moft Glorious action of 
«ll the reft,and fo too they fkall insur no fur- 
ther blame from théir Royal Majeftics. In 
what a cafe we now were at this Speech, 
I leave otherstoconfider: For the Vir- 
gin fo well knew how to keep her coun- 
tenance, that the Water foon ran over _ 

our Baskets, and weefteemed our {elves > 

the mo unhappy of all men. After 

this the Virgin by one of her Maids 
(whereof there were many always ac 

hand) caufed the Mulitians to be fetchz; 

_tvho where with Cornets to blow üs out 

of Doors with fuch fcorn and derifion, 

that they thenifelves could hardly found p 
for langbing. But it did particularly migh- 
tily afflict us that the/'irgin fo vehement: 
ly laughed at our weeping, anger & impa- 
zience and that there might well perhaps 
be fore amongft our Companions who 
were glad of this our misfortune. But 
it proved otherwife. Foras {oon as we 
were come out at the Door, the Maf- 


tians bid us be of good cheere anid fol- 
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low them up the winding Staires ; 
Yhey led usup tothe feventh Floor un- 
derthe Roof, where we found the old 
Man, whom we had not hitherto feen, 
{tanding upon a lie round Furnace. 

e received-us friendly, and heartily 
congratulated us, that we were hereto 
chofen by the Virgin; but after he un- 
&crftood the affright we had conceived, 
} is belly was ready to burft with Laugh- 
fg, that we had taken {fuch good For- 
tune fo hainoufly. Hence faid he, My 
{Dear Sons learn, That Man never know- 
ct how well God intendeth bim. During 
this difcourfe the Virgin alfo with her 
little Box came running in, who (after 
fhe had fufficiently laughed at us ) emp- 
tied her Ahes out into another Veflel, 
and filled hers again with other matter, 
faying, fhe muft now go caft a Milt be- 
fore the other Artifts Eyes, that we in 
the mean time fhould obey the old Lord 
in whatfcever he commanded us, and 
nor remit cuc former diligence. Here- 
with fhe departed from us into the fe- 
venth Room whither fhe called our 
Companions. Now what fhe firft did 
with them there, I cannot tell, for they 
were not only moft earneftly forbidden 

to 
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to {peak of it, but. we too by reafon of 
our, bufinefs, durít not peep, on them, 
through the Cieling. But this was our I 
work, we were to moiften the Afhes with © — 
our fore-prepared Water till they became 
altogether like a very thin Dough., 
After which we fet the matter over the; 
Fire, till it. was well beated, then we: 
caft it thus hot as it was into: two little 
forms or moulds, and fo let it cooi a 
little(here we had leifüreto look a while; itor fpu- 
upon.our Companions through certain?" pri 
crevifes made, in the Floor) they were po 
now very bufie at a Furnace,& each was 
himfelf fain to blow up the Fire with a 
pipe,and they ftood thus blowing about. 
it, as if they were ready to loofe their: 
breath. Howbeit, they imagined they 
were herein wondroufly preferred be~ 
fore us. And this blowing lafted fo. 
long, till.our old Man rouzed usto our 
work again; So«hat. I cannot fay what 
was done- afterwards, We. having 
opened our little forms,there appeared 
two beautiful bright and almoft Tranf-tomucs 
parent little Images, thelike to which ° 
Mans Eye never fawy a Male.and a Fe- 
male, each of them only fear inches 
long ; and that which moft mightily

3 he old Lord watned usto forbear, and 
avis, 'tinually to inftill the Bood of the 
"rd (which had been recéived into à 
little Golden Cup) drop after drop into 
the Mouths of the little Images, from 
whence they .apparently to thé Eye 
encréafeds and whereas they were be- 
fore very fmall, they were now (ac- 
cording to proportion) much more 
beautiful; fothat worthily aH] Limners 
ought tachave been here, and have been 
afhamed of their Art. in refpect of thefe 
productions of Nature. Now they 
began to grow fo big, that we lifted 
from the little Cüfhonets, and were fain 
to lay themupon along Table, which 
was covered with white Velvet. "The, 
old man alfo commandedus tó covér

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of fine white donble Tafta, which be.

brief, before we bad in this manner.

the Silk, and caused the Table to be 
ftuck round about with Torches. Here. 
Imuft warn the Reader that hei ima- 
giné not thefe Lights to have been of.

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fome ef the lights at top, and uncove- 
red their Faces, he placed onc of the 
Trumpets upon the Month of one ofthe 
Bodies in fuch manner, that the upper 
and wider part'of it was directed juft 
againft the forementioned hole. Here 
my Companions always looked upon ufus tuba- 
the Images ; but I had other thoughts ; ^ 
for asfoon as the foliage or wreath about 
the fhank of the Trumpet was kindled, 
I faw the hole at top open, and a brizh.

the hole was again covered, and the 
Trumpet removed.
